•Ruark,- whose original articles 


were published last summer, issued 
the following statement-in New 
York::

."I'have seen the. army's. report 


of its investigation of rry charges 
against Lt.,Gen,'J.C.H. _ee,. and I 
intend to study-the re]x>rt thor- 
oughly before, replying, jn my own 
good.time I will have ^he-neces-.

commission came a few days after 
projection by the federal govern- 
ment of a volunteer food ration- 
ing program based on "buy wise- 
ly, eat sensibly and waste noth- 
ing."

He 'and Secretary of 
State Marshall will launch tho 
campaign formally in a nationwide 
radio broadcast Sunday-night.

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DON'T WASTE FOOD! 


President Truman's "waste less food" idea 


has caught on'in the nation and seems on the 
way to become a national slogan. This this 
country does waste food, tons of.it, is borne 
out by such, an authority as Mrs. R. M. 
Kiefer, the secretary-manager of the Na- 
tional Retail Grocers' Association. 
She 


claims that one-fourth of all food produced 
In the United States is wasted; that this 
amounts to enough to feed 30 million persons. 


Mrs. Kiefer explains that waste begins the 


moment food is taken from the ground, and 
mounts as it moves along until it gets to the 
dinner table. Housewives who insist on pok- 
ing and handling food in the grocery stores 
waste food. A lot of bread is .thrown out as 
stale, which could be kept a long time if 
stored in the ice box, or if turned into 
crumbs, used in many ways. She cited many 
other examples of careless food manage- 
ment. 


It is time that every single American 


should watch what he and she do with food. 
Only portions of a size which will surely be 
eaten should be served. Less elaborate dishes 
can be prepared. Most meals could stand 
fewer varieties at one sitting. Effort directed 
to small savings in daily food would mean 
tons of it released for needy nations—and 
.with no nutrition risks to Americans. 


CHEAPER HOUSING 


c National organizations composed of manu- 
facturers of building materials, and equip- 
ment have recently completed an "engineered 
homes program", a nation-wide effort to re- 
duce housing costs. 


The basis of the program is a system of 


"modular co-ordination" which involves 
standardization of room dimensions and of 
material sizes.' .Materials will have their di- 
mensions in even multiples of .four inches, 
which will call for less cutting and fitting 
on the job-site. 


This plan is still in the experimental stage. 


It is hoped that it will meet with coopera- 
tion among builders and material men. The 
housing shortage will not be licked, until 
large numbers of reasonably priced homes 
can be produced. 


EDWARD AND WALLY 


New. light on .the romantic story of the 


Duchess of Windsor for whom King Edward 
VIII gave up his throne is shed by a book; 
announced for speedy London publication, 
"The Real Lloyd George," by his confidential 
secretary, A. J. Sylvester. The general idea 
is that Premier Stanley Baldwin refused his 
consent to the marriage because he did not 
wish Mrs. Simpson to be the mother of a fu- 
ture king of Great Britain. 


What really happened is that Edward did 


not ask to have the beautiful American made 
his queen. He proposed to marry her mor- 
ganatlcally. This is a form of marriage once 
common among European royalty whereby 
the children do not inherit the father's throne 
or property. Special settlements'have to be 
made on them if they are to receive anything 
from the royal estate. The marriage is en- 
tirely legal, and no other may be contracted 
during the life of the existing parties. 
; Whether this would have satisfied the am- 
bitious Mrs. Simpson, we may never know. 
Premier Baldwin refused to allow the ar- 
rangement, and the king abdicated. 


For that matter,-we may never know 


whether the Duchess of Windsor is disap- 
pointed at having married a mere duke in- 
stead of the King of Great Britain and the 
Emperor of India.

NEWSPAPER WEEK 
/ 


The American press is about to celebrate news- 


paper week, which comes annually at this time of 
the.year. There are many special weeks during;the: 
year, most of which are to advertise a commodity; 
or. to support ,a cause and most of them pass with-; 
out much attention. They do not really matter. 


Newspaper week, this year, is'different.-It'high-' 


lights, among the most important and critical prob- 
lems that face the human race, freedom of commu- 
nications, freedom of the transmission of facts and 
'ideas, freedom. to criticize, to doubt, to praise. 
The ^American newspaper is unfortunately rbecbm- 
ing a unique institution in .the Western 'World. 
There was a time when all newspapers nearly every-: 
where were more or less free to function as their 
publishers and editors chose, In. most countries, 
newspapers, magazines,-the radio have become or- 
gans of government 'and party propaganda. .The 
truth is not in them.. They'repeat what government 
orders .them to repeat. They .do not check the facts; 
they do not publish'differences of .opinion .or, of 
presentation; they do/not scrutinize or criticize 
those who govern. They have ceased to be publi- 
cations for the people; they are organs ."of .de- 
.ceits and infamy. 


Our .press remains free. Private owership, even 


in cities where.there is only one newspaper, avoids 
forcing a particular view or a particular recount- 
ing of a situation. 'In fact, it would be technically 
impossible for a newspaper publisher to keep .from 
his,, readers facts of situations which do not suit 
him. Three great news agencies, remote and un- 
controlled by local publishers,, send .through their 
copy speedily and objectively. Even were these 
news agencies to unite to deceive, they would fail. 
The large metropolitan dailies and weeklies main- 
tain large staffs of correspondents within the United 
States and abroad and they usually, do more than 
supplement the news services; they seek for a 
keener scrutiny, a sharper criticism than the news 
agencies care to provide. And weekly publications 
supplement these with independent reporting. 
Besides, there is a huge corps of Washington 


correspondents, each ambitious to make that one 
great-scoop that: will bring fame'and reputation. 
And there are the columnists. They are a curious 
lot, it is true, but they are set apart, with more 
freedom than any writers have ever known any- 
where, on earth, to delve for the truth. Some are 
disliked for their style; others, for the subjects 
they select. Some build large personal followings. 
Some risk their' reputations for probity "by sharp- 
ness of languages. But taken all together, they are 
avenues for the presentation ,of differences; they 
are vehicles for bringing to 'the surface what might 
otherwise be obscure. They ferret out the hidden. 


The cumulative effect of all this activity is that 


•the American people.are.better served by its.press 
-than other peoples and although some newspapers 
may be slanted propagandistically and some writers 
may'be serving .special causes, altogether the press 
produces a fullness of presentation, a complete- 
ness of information, an inevitable uncovering of the 
truth. That is what 'freedom of the press means 
and requires. 
. 
There are those who fail to realize that, the 
yardstick of freedom is the differences among a 
people. They seek to suppress differences. They de- 
sire unity, oneness, a marshalling of all forces in a: 
single direction . That is totalitarianism and.means 
an end to liberty. 
For liberty means that one individual, one per- 


son should.do what is his choice; shall speak what 
he'desires; shall believe according to his concepts 
and shall take positions according to his will— 
and,that he shall personally take whatever con- 
sequences come from his choice. Liberty of the press 
does not relate; to the .conduct of one newspaper 
or one writer;, it does relate; to non-interference 
by government •(with the vehicles of expression. It 
would be as wrong to suppress-'the "Daily Worker'-'"' 
as the "Wall /Street Journal." It would be as 
much a violation of liberty to shut up a Commu-. 
nist as to shut up a Republican or a Democrat, or, 
for jthat matter,.a Fascist. Liberty risks differences;. 
Liberty .risks freedom of expression. Liberty is 
unafraid. That; is why the American press is so- 
important to pur people and to a dark and light- 
ened world.

ACUTE ALCOHOLISM 


Now that alcoholism is recognized as a disease, 


and physicians, instead of police officers, are treat- 
ing both an acute attack and the patient between • 
attacks, excellent results are'being obtained in the 
treatment of this distressing and embarrassing ail- 
ment. 
The treatment of chronic alcoholism in which 


the patient gradually loses his desire for alcohol is 
by the use of benzedrine sulfate (amphetamine-sul- 
fate) in tablet form after breakfast and after lunch, • 
with a-sleeping-tablet or powder at bedtime. The 
benzedrine tablet prescribed is ususally 5 milligrams 
which, with trie-sedative, must be prescribed by the 
physician. 
: 
. • ' - . . 
Another method of treating chronic alcoholism is 


putting atropine, digitalis, paraldehyde and other 
drugs into alcohol or other fluids used by the pa- 
tient. 
. 
As it is sometimes necessary to "sober up" a pa- 


tient in as short a time as possible because of prd-v 
fessional,, business or social duties, an article pub- 
lished by the "Quarterly Journal of Studies on 'Al- 
cohol," New Haven, Conn., is most timely. Drs. J. 
Thimann and P." Pelason .report their treatment of 
attacks of acute alcoholism in 120 cases by the use 
of insulin. Instead of injecting the amount of in-. 
sulin used to cause shock in mental cases, insulin, 
ranging from sniall amounts to amounts just.short, 
of the insulin shock dosage, was injected. From 10 
to 20 units of insulin were giyen.with dextrose.' Un-.. 
complicated acute alcoholic intoxication'responded 
best to subshock doses of insulin. 


. The length of time.required to sober up was re- 


duced in most cases from two to four days,required 
under the usual .treatment to one day and often to; 
only a fe%v hours. Patients prefer this subshock (lit- 
tle less than full-insulin shock) to the old method, 
in which paralydchyde or chloral was given instead 
of alcohol. 


The staff was of the impression that in 20 per 


cent of the 120 cases the insulin injections were no 
improvement over the old method, but in the re- 
maining 80 per cent the insulin injections proved 
superior.

Maybe 
that's good bi-partisan reasoning 
and'would help prevent politically 
minded folks from seeking to take 
partisan advantage. 


There is another justification for 


"Eat Less." It is going to be neces- 
sary for many people in America 
who have abundance of food to cut 
down on their eating. Many such 
persons ought to do it, anyway, in 
the interest of good, health, for 
some physicians say that overeat- 
ing is the main cause of dietary 
disorders. 


To save the amount.' of .food 


needed to .help Europe

more certain way to kill a program 
of food conservation or any policy 
requiring bi-partisan support than 
for petty politicians to begin sab^ 
otaging it for their own purposes. 
Instead of being assailed for his 
suggested slogan, "Eat less," Sen- 
ator Taft should have .been com- 
mended, especially since he did' 
attack the administration.for such 
a program "but. did indicate Mk 
support.

HOME BUILDING 


St. Louis, .Mo.^; Oct. 3—Next to 


specific..questions 'about securities, 
uWpepple outrhereV-' at the pres- 
ent time, seem most interested in 
problems concerning the residen- 
tial building outlook; 
Many are 


asking whether they should build 
now .or wait; .Others want to know 
whether they should build at all 
or buy an older-type house. I shall 
discuss these problems today. 


Shall I Build Now or Walt? 
Specifically, I advise your wait- 


ing a little while longer if you can 
possibly do so. Pressure on -build- 
ing materials and building labor 
is still very strong. This means 
that your freedom to insist on 
quality is still restricted. Those of 
you who. want the best should be 
in a better position', to demand it 
next year than now. 


As far as price is concerned, I 
do not believe you will save any 
money by waiting until next year. 
Your saving will be in quality, 
which, after all, is most important 
when you are making a 20,- 30,- 
or 50-year investment. It also is 
wise 'to wait until you can get 'a 
firm contract, price and. build un- 
der an architect's supervision. 


What About DemindT 


The years 1939 through 1946 


saw a net increase in families of 
about 9,600,000. During that pe- 
riod,. however, there were'only 2,- 
600,000 net dwellings added to the 
total. 
At the beginning of this 


year; I therefore estimate an ac- 
cumulated demand for about 7',- 
000,000 dwelling units. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reports that 
there were 359,000 units complet- 
ed in the first half of 1947, During 
the last half of' the year, there 
should be 700,000 more comple- 
tions/ Yet, 1,000,000 more couples 
will .get married in 1947! 
•'' Hence, it can be seen that the 
pressure of demand remains ex- 
tremely high. This' prevents any 
sharp early decline in the cost of 
construction.. I, however, would 
predict that during 1948 the price 
of buflding will remain, close to 
present levels; but with improved 
quality of construction and less 
labor union interference. In fact, 
I expect building costs to stabilize 
not far from current levels. 


Shuld I buy in Old House? 
If your, need for a house is im- 
minent .and pressing, you might 
consider buying an old house if 
the location is right. 
However, 


if you can wait, I suggest you 
wait and then build a new and 
modern home. • In buying an old 
house, be doubly certain 
that 


needed repairs are, not too exten- 
sive as renovation costs are now 
very expensive. 
In selecting an 


old house, be very careful to avoid 
extremes in size and architecture, 
as the "out-of-style" types will be 
the first.to crash valuewise when 
the demand: fades. 
Bear in mind that the future 


value of your house will be gov- 
erned by the price district in 
which you buy or build. Never 
build a $15,000 home in a 510,000 
price district. If you do, you may 
be. throwing away $5,000 immedi- 
ately. Generally, .depreciation oc- 
curs on the house only, and ap- 
preciation occurs on the land only; 
while money spent on personal de- 
sires either on a new home or on 
remodeling'an old one, must be
